Diversity At 
Its Greatest 


What would it be like to 
spend time in a foreign country 
without the comfort of family 
and friends? To fit into the cul- 
ture and be able to adapt to the 
different customs; to speak in a 
tongue that isn’t mine? These 
are a few questions that entered 
students minds as they watched 
the foreign exchange students 
get off their buses on August 
29th ready to attend their first 
day of an American school. This 
was to be their home for the 
next ten months. 

Similar to previous years, 
Langley was involved in the 
A.F.S. student exchange pro- 
gram. We had four students; 
Harri Vonfieandt from Fin- 
land, Mohy El-Kateb from 
Egypt, Maria Daliani from 
Greece, and Francesco Gentil- 
lucci from Italy. The students 
were involved in both the aca- 
demic and social aspects of 
Langley for an entire year. They 
were enrolled in English, gov- 
ernment, psychology, and jour- 
nalism classes, as well as many 
others; they did work like the 
rest of the students. The stu- 
dents were members of clubs 
such as A.F.S., International re- 
lations club and Interact. They 
attended football games, local 
parties and occasionally “hung 
out” at Tysons. They were con- 
sidered one of us. 

In addition to this program, 
we were involved in another ex- 
change program. For the first 
time, we had 15 Israeli ex- 


change students come to our 
school. They stayed for two and 
a half weeks and lived with local 
families. In contrast to the 
A.F.S. students, these students 
didn’t participate in school func- 
tions; they simply watched. 
They attended classes but 
didn't do work. As many Israelis 
put it “‘“we were bored because 
we were not a part of your 
school; we only watched you do 
things and it was not fun for us; 
everyday was the same. In 
Israeli schools, students have 
twenty to thirty subjects. They 
have a different schedule daily 
and the teachers come to them, 
they don’t go to the teachers. 
The school day is shorter and 
you are with the same people 
day after day.”’ 

At home however, the stu- 
dents enjoyed themselves. The 
host families were very involved 
with them. They took the stu- 
dents to King’s Dominion, the 
FBI, White House, local plays 
and even took a trip to Williams- 
burg. The experience with the 
families was more interesting 
than the experience with the 
school. 

Although these two experi- 
ences with the foreign students 
were slightly different, they 
were also quite similar. They 
both made us students realize 
how convenient it is to be where 
we are, speaking our own lan- 
guage, doing our own things in 
our own ways. It is just some- 
thing that we take for granted.

Students Against Drunk Driv- 
ing (S.A.D.D.) started as a 
group of students protesting 
drunk drivers. It has grown to a 
nationwide organization dedi- 
cated to the elimination of 
drunk drivers. The S.A.D.D. 
chapter here has done many 
different tasks towards this goal. 
One activity was the writing of 
letters to Governor Robb in 
order to get his task-force to 
change the laws on drunk driv- 
ing. This activity was successful. 
In addition, they sold candy 
canes with Christmas messages 
during Drunk Driving Aware- 
ness Week (D.D.A.W.). A 
nationwide event, D.D.A.W. 
was a week where students and 
parents participated in different 
activities to inform their neigh- 
bors about the growing threat of 
drunk drivers. Another pro- 
gram, Safe Rides, was a system 
of giving students, too drunk to 
drive, a safe ride home. Al- 
though Langley’s Safe Ride 
Program failed to get out of the 
driveway, the AAA and other 
organizations gave many tipsy 
people a free ride home on New 
Years Eve. Remarkably, no one 
was killed in the Washington 
metro area on that hazardous 
weekend because of drunk 
driving. 

The School Board decided to 
crack down on substance abuse 
on school grounds and at school 
activities by making the rules 
more strict. These changes in- 
cluded: for first offenders, man- 
datory five days excused sus- 
pension and thirty days suspen- 
sion from all school-sponsored 
activities, and the student had to 
attend a substance abuse pro- 
gram; second offenders received 
a mandatory ten-day unex- 
cused suspension from school. 
Since it was unexcused, the stu- 
dent failed all his or her courses 
for that quarter. The principal 
also recommended expulsion 
from school. Even though it was 
excessive substance abuse that 
had prompted the new school 
regulations, many students con- 
tinued to have fun without alco- 
hol or drugs.

The Future 


Pig labs, frog labs, chicken 
eggs and embryos. Every year 
tenth grade Biology students 
have the task of dissecting pigs 
and frogs, and observing chick- 
en eggs and embryos. To help 
aid the students in performing 
more modernized experiments 
and accurate results the science 
wing received new equipment 
from the county. 

Some of the equipment in- 
cluded an “‘electro physiology 
scanner.” This machine can de- 
tect the muscle rate or nerve 
potentials and can even detect 
heart disease in experimental 
animals like the pig and frog. 

Biology students performed 
labs which involved preparing 
slides with tissue from matter 
and viewing them through a mi- 
croscope. With the new “‘micro- 
tome,” tissue sections from 
plants and other matter could 
be cut extra thin and healthy 
tissue as well as diseased tissue 
could be viewed by the stu- 
dents. When the teachers 
wanted to discuss microscopic 
matter with the whole class they 
used their new ‘‘RKesearch 
Grade Contrast Microscope.’ 
This microscope is attached toa 
television monitor which allows 
the whole class to view micro- 
scopic matter on a large televi- 
sion screen. 

To solve the critical steriliza- 
tion problems of instruments 
and solids during and after ex- 
periments, the new “‘slow ex- 
haust autoclave’ solved all of 


the problems. The new portable 
machine could sterilize the lab 
instruments and could also be 
used to remove cold air pockets 
from solids to create a uniform 
sterilization. 

When it came time for spring, 
the new incubator served its 
purpose. More modernized 
than the older, smaller incuba- 
tor, the new incubator could 
handle more chicken eggs and 
the machine had a glass screen 
through which students could 
watch embryos form and de- 
velop. 

To complete the science wing 
and bring it into the 1980's 
world of computers, a new “‘Ap- 
ple 2-E” was introduced. This 
computer helped students in 
analyzing biological data. To 
prepare for the new computer, 
the science teachers were all re- 
quired to take courses in work- 
ing the computer. 

Also, a new GT biology 
course was introduced to stu- 
dents. This course moved at a 
faster rate than a general biolo- 
gy course and was preferred by 
more advanced students. In this 
program, as well as the other 
biology classes, the teachers 
were ‘‘stressing writing’ as 
commented by Ms. Kestermeir, 
a biology teacher. 

To top off what the new sci- 
ence department really meant 
to the biology teachers, Mr. 
Buchanan added ‘‘we have 
really come a long way.”’

Whether they realized it or not, 
most teachers had a favorite student, 
commonly known as the pet. The stu- 
dents who were bestowed this honor 
were not necessarily the smartest in 
the class, but rather possessed a spe- 
cial quality that the teacher appreci- 
ated.
